Tells Medill Students 


of “Small Town.” 
BY GENEVIEVE FORBES. 
“If I thought people, day in and day 
out, would approve of my paper, I'd 
stop publishing it,” declared John H. 


Harrison, editor of the Danville, III., 
Commercial-News, speaking last night 
on An Editor's Obligation before the 
Medill School of Journalism. 

In spite of his callousness toward 
criticiam, Mr. Harrison holds that an 
editor, though he own his typesetting 
and his circulation, has oge big, tre 
mendous obligation. I mean that qual- 
ity which we call good will, influence, 
or power of the press.” 

Insisting that the primary object of 
a newspaper is to give the neus. the 
Danville editor reminded his audience 
that the interpretation of the news 
played an important part in the forma- 
tion of public opinion. “ And interpre- 
tation of the news means not only 
editorials; it means the way a story is 
played up. 

Makeup Is Important. 

“Tf an editor places a story in an ob- 
cure place in the back of the paper 
his readers are inclined to give it the 
same relative value. If he plays it 
it up big, on the front page, with a 
streamer head line, the public judge 
it accordingly.” 

The only honest way for an editor to 
interpret the news, argued the speaker, 
is “for him to live himself into his com- 
munity. This theory prectudes the idea 
of a chain of papers, either locally or

Dr. W. E. Quine,

Dr. William E..Quine, 4935 Black- 
stone avenue, 75 years old and one of 
the deans of the medica! profession in 
Chicago, died at his home last night.
